Dear Messenger and Readers: 
Since writing my last befo re th is, 
I 
h av e 
v isited 
a 
numl>er 
o f i 
places o f mo re th an o rdinary interest, j 
Amo ng th em i s th e Uuiv ersitv o f, 
Hav ana, wh ich sch o o l was fo unded in ' 
1"2'S. 
It h as near 2000 pupils in at-' 
tendance. 
Th e buildings are situated 
o n a beautiful eminence near th e gulf ] 
sh o re, affo rding a splendid v iew o f 
th e city and th e gulf. 
Th e v iew fro m 
th ese gro unds furnish es to th e v isito r 
| an o ptical feast. 
Also v isited La Fuerza, an o ld 
Spanish fo rtress situated o n th e city 
side o f th e h arbo r. 
Th is fo rt w as 
built under De So to as go v erno r o f 
Cuba in 153*-9. 
De So to later went 
o n h is c >nque#t o f Flo rida and th e 
disco v ery o f th e Mississippi, nev er to 
again return to h is peo ple. 
Th e bell 
in th e to wer o f th is o ld fo rt bears th e 
date o f 170fi. 
My info rmatio n is th at 
th is is th e o ldest inh abited building 
in th e western h emisph ere, it no w be­ 
ing o ccupied by Cuban so ldiers. 
Mo rro Castle and Ft. Cabanas are 
places o f unusual interest. 
Th e erect­ 
io n o f Mo rro was begun in 15*7 , and 
was built with slav e and 
co nv ict 
labo r, requiring ten y ears to co mplete 
th e wo rk. Cabanas was built later. 
Th ese are all ch erish ed ancient relics 
o f Hav ana, and nev er fail to attract 
th e th o usands o f to urists wh o v isit 
th e city . 
It is a custo m o f th e so l­ 
diers to tire a canno n fro m th e summit 
o f Cabanas at sunrise and at sunset; 
a.so at 9 p. in. Th is last is a warning 
fo r th e y o uth s fro m 12 y ears o f age 
and under, to h ustle in fro m th e parks 
and streets to th eir h o mes, else th ey 
are subject to be taken in by th e co ps. 
C u b a is by nature a land o f trees, 
plants 
a n d 
flo wers o f lux uriant 
gro wth and rare beauty . In Bo tanieai 
Gardens o f th e city nature and art 
h av e co mbined to display th ese beau­ 
ties. 
Th ese gardens must be seen to 
lie appreciated. 
I recently made a run th r o ugh th e 
co untry o n an interurban R. R. to a 
to w n in th e interio r o f abo ut t» 000 in­ 
h abitants. Th is carried us th ro ugh 
fields o f sugar cane, to bacco , pine 
apple and bananas. 
Also th ro ugh a 
number o f small v illages. 
So far as 
rnv o bserv atio n h as go ne, farming 
h ere is y et in its primitiv e state. 
In 
ev ery instance th e farmers were using 
o x teams to do th eir plo wing and 
h auling, fastening th e y o kes to th e 
h o rns o f th e animals rath er th an to 
th eir sh o ulders. 
A po ndero us two 
wh eeled cart is used as th eir farm 
wago n. 
Th eir farmiug implements 
seemed to be o f th e mo st antiquated 
sty le. Saw th em cutting h ay with th e 
o ld fash io ned scy th e. 
Th e truck 
farmers usually market th air pro duce 
with a park h o rse. 
I h av e seen th ese 
po o r animals so h eav ily lo aded th at 
th ey co uld scarcely walk. 
So me o f th e farmers are still In th e 
line with Ro binso n Cruso e, in th at 
th ey get th eir milk supply fro m th e 
go at family . (Oth er enterprising Cu­ 
bans run a do nkey dairy , (] call it 
th at fo r want o f a better name.) 
Th eir way o f deliv ery is rath er unique. 
Th ey 
driv e th eir do nkey s to th e 
h o uses o f th eir custo mers, milk and 
deliv er th e go o ds fresh fro m th e ani­ 
mal. 
1 h av e v isited a number o f places 
o f interest th at lack o f space fo rbids 
th at I sh o uld make co mment upo n, 
such as th e president’s palace, senate 
ch amber, penitentiary , etc. 
Th e inh abitants o f Cuba number 
abo ut 2,000,000 so uls and are abo ut 
equally div ided amo ng th e Spanish , 
and an amalgamatio n o f th ese two 
races, with h ere and th ere a trace o f 
Indian blo o d, th is latter race no w 
h av ing lo st its identity . Th e peo ple 
are th erefo re o f ev ery sh ade o f co lo r 
fro m th e pure wh ite to th e African 
black. Under th ese co nditio ns it is 
no t surprising th at so me o f th e o ffices 
are tilled by negro es o r th e mix ed 
breeds. Especially is th is true o f th e 
po lice fo rce. 
1 h e Cubans are a civ ilized peo ple 
but no t ch ristianized. Amo ng th em 
we tind th e two ex tremes, th e 
line 
specimen o f th e h uman race rev eling 
in ease and affluence, and th e h ard 
faced cast-o ff liv ing in abject po v erty 
and want. Th e Cuban citizensh ip is 
largely made up o f th e class between 
th ese ex tremes, and it is o f th at class 
th at 1 mo re particularly write. 
We 
tind th em to be friendly , ao urteo us 
and intelligent. Th ey are no minally 
Cath o lic, but th is religio n seems no t 


to h av e inllueneed th em fo r go o d. 
Th eir standard o f mo rality and go o d 
citizensh ip is v ery lo w. Th ey seem to 
h av e no regard fo r th ings sacred, j 
Th e sabbath is th eir day fo r all so rts 
o f wicked spo rt*. Th ey are but a lit* 
tie way remo v ed fro m th e h eath en 
spo rt o f bull ligh ting, th e law no w 
pro h ibiting th is cruel spo rt. 
Th ey ! 
still indulge in co ck ligh ting. In all 
th eir deprav ity th ey are mo re to h e 
pitied th an censured. Th eir env iro n­ 
ments h av e been mo st unfo rtunate. 
Under Spanish rule th ey were prac­ 
tically with o ut educatio nal facilities, 
and religio us 
and mo ral training 
were equally in th e backgro und. Th e 
Cuban go v ernmen to day no t o nly to l­ 
erates but rath er enco urages th eir 
wickedness. It is no w co nducting a 
lo ttery business as a matter o f rev e­ 
nue. Ticket v endo rs fo r th is natio nal 
gambling sch eme are fo und o n almo st 
ev ery street co rner, each o ne pro ­ 
po sing to sell y o u “ a winner.” 
Th e Cuban co ngress, no w in ses­ 
sio n. recently passed a law auth o riz­ 
ing h o rse racing and gambling th ere­ 
o n. and President Go mez was in sy m­ 
path y with th e law, but th ro ugh th e 
intluence o f Meno cal, wh o is to h e in­ 
augurated president in May , th e law 
was v eto ed, th e inco ming president 
begging h itn no t to saddle o n h is ad­ 
ministratio n such a disgraceful law. I 
Th ere is, h o wev er, a brigh ter day 
daw ning fo r Cuba. With th e aid o f 
th e United States sh e h as th ro wn o ff 
th e galling y o ke o f Spain, a public 
sch o o l sy stem like th at o f th e States 
lias been establish ed th ro ugh o ut th e 
island. 
New standards o f 
mo rals 
and citizensh ip are being set 
up. 
Th ere is o n th e Held a faith ful and 
self sacrificing few wh o are co mmitted 
to th e task o f ev angelizing th e natio n 
to th e Ch ristian religio n. “ Th e field 
is wh ite unto h arv est but th e labo rers 
are few.” 
Here is h eard th e Mace­ 
do nian cry , ‘‘co me o v er and h elp us.” 
Th e ready respo nse o f th e Cuban to 
th e 
missio nary ’s 
appeal 
is 
ev i­ 
dence th at h e is h ungering fo r better 
th ings. Th en let us no t h inder, but 
rath er h elp th e feet o f th o se wh o go 
fo rth to break unto th em th e bread o f 
life. 
So lo mo n, th e wisest o f all men, 
say s, ‘‘righ teo usness ex alteth a na­ 
tio n.” And wh o will questio n th is 
go lden truth ? Th en is it no t th e duty 
o f ev ery patrio tic citizen no t o nly to 
liv e a righ teo us life, but to striv e to 
establish 
righ teo usness th ro ugh o ut 
h is natio n, ev en to th e ends o f th e 
earth ?

Sev en other sons, Inclu d ing Ishinnel, 
nre record ed as hav ing been born to 
A bra hn rn by his second ary wiv es, bu t 
to Isaac he ga\e nil bis possessions 
(x x v , 1, 2, 5) and sent the others away 
nu to the east cou ntry . 
Abraham liv ed 
17 5 y ears, and when he d ied Isaac and 
Ishmael laid his bod y besid e that of 
Fnrnh In the cav e of Machpelah (x x v , 
7 -10). While he liv ed he looked for the 
d ty which hath fou nd ations whose 
bu ild er and maker Is God (lleb. x l, 10, 
10), and be is still waiting for It and 
for the complete fu lfillment of the 
promises mad e to him as heir of the 
world (Horn, iv , 13). 
Time is long to 
u s, bu t not to Him to whom a thou sand 
y ears are bu t as y esterd ay when it is 
past (Ps. x c. 4) and as a watch In the 
right. 
It is restfu l to see Isaac d welling by j 
the well I.ahai rol, the well of Him j 
that liv cth and seeth me (x x v , 11; x v i, 
14, margin). 
He was forty y ears old 
when he married Itebekah. and lie was 
six ty when the twins .lacob and Esau 
were born. It forebod es trou ble to read 
that Isaac lov ed Esau , bu t Itebekah 
lov ed Jacol> (x x v , 20, 20*28), and the 
reason giv en for Isaac’s lov e for Esau 
d oes sou nd v ery earthly . 
Fu tu res were not any more real to 
Esau than they are to mu ltitu d es to- 
d u y . A mess of pottage was more to 
him as a hu ngry man than his birth 
right (x x v , 20-34), and for this he is 
spoken of as a profane person, or. ac­ 
cord ing to Wey mou th, “u ngod ly ” (neb. 
ill, 1(3). Think of the profanity abou nd ­ 
ing ev ery where becau se the god of thfs 
world Is blind ing so many ey es to the 
realities of ttie fu tu re kingd om and 
glory . 
In chapter x x v l we read of Isaac's 
failu re on the same line on which his 
father had failed twice, in calling his 
wife his sister to sav e his own life 
(Gen. x il and x x ). 
In x x v i, 4, we hav e 
th© star promise confirmed to Isaac, 
and in v erses 12-10 we see how greatly 
the Lord blessed him and how v ery 
rich the blessing of the Lord makes 
one. 
A beau tifu l inrid ent is related in 
v ers©9 17 to 33 as to how y ield ing in­ 
stead of strife makes manifest the life 
of Christ in u s. 
The Philistines had 
filled u p some of Abraham’s wells 
Isaac reopened one, and then they 
( .u iined it as theirs, and he let them 
hav e i t 
He reopened nu other. and 
they claimed that one, too, and he let 
them hav e it 
When lie reopened a 
third for some reason they d id not 
striv e for tha t 
Later they came to 
him to make a cov enant with him and 
gav e as their reason for d esiring i t 
“We saw certainly that the Lord was 
with thee” (v erse 28 ). Had he contend ­ 
ed with them and insisted on keeping 
the wells, which wou ld hav e been qu ite 
right In the ey es of the world , they 
wou ld hav e seen Isaac and not the 
Lord, bu t he had learned the lesson of 
rather taking wrong and su ffering him 
self to be d efrau d ed (I Oor. v l, 7 ). 
It 
Is most interesting to note that the 
same d ay his serv ants hi d igging a 
well fou nd water (x x v i, 32). 
It Is Ind eed sad to hav e to tu rn from 
su ch a beau tifu l Incid ent to the lesson 
for tod ay , which is a record of awfu l 
d eceit and ly iu g and , worst of all, a 
mother pu tting her son u p to it and 
calling d own the consequ ences u j» on 
her own head (x x v ii. 13). 
Her aim was 
to bring the father’s blessing u pon the 
son whom she lov ed , bu t if she had 
only believ ed God ami left the matter 
in His hand s He wou ld not hav e failed 
to keep His word , for He had told her 
before the boy s were born that the 
eld e.* shou ld serv e the y ou nger (chapter 
x x v . 23 
1. Theie is ev ery where tod ay a 
tend ency to help the Lord to d o what 
He has no thou ght of d oing, and that 
is to win the world to Jliniself in this 
u ge, with the d ev il stilfcftolng his d ev il­ 
ish work 
There is also su ch a lack of eontl 
d eu ce in God and His plan for llis 
kingd om that many religiou s people try 
to work ou t their own plan, thinking 
thu s to help God . 
The d ev il hates the 
lov e of God . the patience of God . the 
pu rpose of God , and is as bu sy with 
many of the people of God as he was 
with Rebekah that d ay , bu t they are 
blind ed and conceited (II Cor. iv , 3, 4; 
Rom. x i. 25). 
This record of Rebekah 
makes u s think of another mother who 
was her son’s cou nselor to d o wicked ly 
(II Cbrou . x x li, 3). bu i one wou ld hate 
to 
associate Rebekah with su ch as 
Athaliah. thou gh it is tru e of all that 
the her.rt is d eceitfu l and d esperately 
wicked and the carnal mind Is enmity 
against God (Jer. x v il, 9 ; Rom v iii, 7 t 
If seme of u s hav e not d ev eloped the 
same d egree of iniqu ity as others It is 
only the grace oi God that has kept u s 
Note the lie u pon lie of this story : “ 1 
am EHau , thy firstborn,” "The Lord 
thy God brou ght It to me,” ” 1 am thy 
v ery son Esau " (v erses 19, 20, 24 
1 
Bu t he was fou nd ou t ev en as it is 
written. “lie su re y ou r sin v ’iil find y ou 
ou t’’ (Nu m. x x x li, 23). thou gh those 
word s were u sed in a wholly d ifferent 
sense when u ttered or written. 
We d o 
well to remember that “God shall bring 
ev ery work into judgment, with ev ery 
secret thing, whether it 
be good or 
whether it be ev il” (Eccl. x il. 
14). 
This may hav e been the first but cer 
Utluiy not the last story of kid glov e 
deceit on record. 


TREATING SEED 
OATS. 
The seed oats should not only 
bo 
put through a fanning mill to clean 
them of ehuffy kernels, dirt find weed 
seeds, 
but 
when 
cleaned 
I ho 
seed 
should 
he treated 
with 
formalin 
to 
kill the spores of smut, a fungous dis 
case 
that 
in 
fields 
from 
untreated 
seed causes a los> in y ield of from 10 
to 25 per cent. 
The treatment sug 
gest.*(l is simple. 
Get a pint of 40 per 
cent formalin at the drug store and 
stir it into forty to forty -fiv e gallons 
of water 
This should giv e enough o; 
the solution to treat from forty to til 
ty 
bushels of seed 
Select a ('lean 
place on the barn or granary lloor and 
spread out such a portion of the grain 
as can be handled easily to the depth 
of tw o or three inches and sprinkle 
thoroughly with tin* formalin solution. 
Add a second lay er and sprinkle, and 
so on until all the grnin has been treat 
ed 
After being sprinkled the grain 
should be shov eled ov er thoroughly so 
that all the seed will be moistened 
and then cov ered with sacks if the 
Job has been done in the afternoon or 
ev ening 
If in the morning, the pile 
should be cov ered and left undisturbed 
for tw o or three hours 
If the grnin 
is not sowed at once it should Ik* dried 
by spreading out in a thin lay er, then 
stored in sacks that hav e been disin­ 
fected with the formalin solution. 
Be 
fore using the seeder the box should 
also bp disinfected with 
application 
of the solution. 
i s treatment will 
also kill the stinkJ ftg smut in wheat, 
but not loose smut, which is less com 
nmn than the former and is not so v is 
iblo at harv est time, the kernels of 
grain being totally destroy ed by it and 
the seed stalks being left bare.

The cold storage bu tter fellows in 
Chicago are hav ing some trou ble these 
d ay s. 
It seems that chemists and rev ­ 
enu e officers of the d epartment of agri­ 
cu ltu re began an ex amination of por­ 
tions of some 25,000,000 pou nd s, the 
amou nt of bu tter in Chicago last De­ 
cember. 
On the basis of 3,000 tu bs 
Inspected it was estimated that one- 
third of the bu tter su pply of Chicago 
was u nlawfu lly ad u lterated with wa­ 
ter—that Is, that it cou talned more 
than the 10 per cent which the law al­ 
lows. 
As a resu lt of the inv estigation 
250,000 pou nd s of bu tter were seized , 
and the chances are that the cream­ 
eries that mad e it will be prosecu ted . 
The penalty for v iolation of the law 
which regu lates the amou nt of water 
in bu tter is a fine of $5,000 and a tax 
of 10 cents for each pou nd ad u lterated

Before Returning to Home 


and Friends Mr. Boyd Writes 


Havana, Cuba. 
M arch24,1913. 
Dear Messenger and Readers:— 
Since writing my last before this, 
I 
have 
visited 
a 
number 
of 
places of more than ordinary interest. 
Among them i s the University of, 
Havana, which school was founded in 
1728. 
It has near 2000 pupils in at­ 
tendance. 
The buildings are situated 
on a beautiful eminence near the gulf 
shore, affording a splendid view of 
the city and the gulf. 
The view from 
these grounds furnishes to the visitor 
an optical feast. 
A lso visited La Fuerza, an old 
Spanish fortress situated on the city 
side of the harbor. 
This fort was 
built under De Soto as governor of 
Cuba in 1538-9. 
De Soto later went 
on his conquest of Florida and the 
discovery of the Mississippi, never to 
again return to his people. 
The bell 
in the tower of this old fort hears the 
date of 170h. 
My information is that 
this is the oldest inhabited building 
in the western hemisphere, it now be­ 
ing' occupied by Cuban soldiers. 
Morro Castle and Ft. Cabanas are 
places of unusual interest. 
The erect­ 
ion of Morro was begun in 1587. and 
was built with slave and 
convict 
labor, requiring ten years to complete 
the work. 
Cabanas was built later. 
These are all cherished ancient relics 
of Havana, and never fail to attract 
the thousands of tourists who visit 
the city. 
It is a custom of the sol­ 
diers to lire a cannon from the summit 
of Cabanas at sunrise and at sunset; 
also at 9 p. rn. 
This last is a warning 
for the youths from 12 years of age 
and under, to hustle in from the parks 
and streets to their homes, else they 
are subject to be taken in by the cops. 
Cuba is by nature a land of trees, 
plants 
a n d 
flowers of luxuriant 
growth and rare beaut)’. In Botanical 
Gardens of the city nature and art 
have combined to display these beau­ 
ties. 
These gardens must be seen to 
be appreciated. 
I recently made a run through the 
country on an interurban Ii. R. to a 
town in the interior of about 6000 in­ 
habitants. 
This carried us through 
fields of sugar cane, tobacco, pine 
apple and bananas. 
Also through a 
number of small villages. 
So far as 
ray observation has gone, farming 
here is yet in its primitive state. 
In 
every instance the farmers were using 
ox Seams to do their plowing and 
hauling, fastening the yokes to the 
horns of the animals rather than to 
their shoulders. 
A ponderous two 
wheeled cart is used as their farm 
wagon. 
Their farming implements 
seemed to be of the most antiquated 
style. 
Saw them cutting hay with the 
old fashioned scythe. 
The truck 
farmers usually market their produce 
with a pack horse. 
I have seen these 
poor animals so heavily loaded that 
they could scarcely walk. 
Some of the farmers are still in the 
line with Robinson Crusoe, in that 
they get their milk supply from the 
goat family. 
(Other enterprising Cu­ 
bans run a donkey dairy, (I call it 
that for want of a better 
name.) 
Their way of delivery is rather unique. 
They 
drive their 
donkeys to the 
houses of their customers, milk and 
deliver the goods fresh from the ani­ 
mal. 
I have visited a number of places 
of interest that lack of space forbids 
that I should make comment upon, 
such as the president’s palace, senate 
chamber, penitentiary, etc. 
The inhabitants of Cuba number 
about 2,000,000 souls and are about 
equally divided among the Spanish, 
and an amalgamation of these two 
races, with here and there a trace of 
Indian blood, this latter race now 
having lost its identity. The people 
are therefore of every shade of color 
from the pure white to the African 
black. Under these conditions it is 
not surprising that some of the offices 
are tilled by negroes or the mixed 
breeds. Especially is this true of the 
police force. 
The Cubans are a civilized people 
but not christianized. 
Among them 
we And the two extremes, the 
tine 
specimen of the human race reveling 
in ease ami affluence, and the hard 
faced cast-off living in abject poverty 
and want. The Cuban citizenship is 
largely made up of the class between 
these extremes, and it is of that class 
that I more particularly write. 
We 
find them to be friendly, aourteous 
and intelligent. They are nominally 
Catholic, but this religion seems not 
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to have influenced them for 
good. 
Their standard of morality and good 
citizenship is very low. They seem to 
have no regard for things sacred. 
The sabbath is their day for all sorts 
of wicked sports. They are but a lit­ 
tle way removed from the heathen 
sport of bull lighting, the law now 
prohibiting this cruel sport. 
They 
still indulge in cock lighting. 
In all 
their depravity they are more to be 
pitied than censured. Their environ­ 
ments have been most unfortunate. 
Under Spanish rule they were prac­ 
tically without educational facilities, 
and religious 
and moral training 
were equally in the background. The 
Cuban governmen today not only tol­ 
erates but rather encourages their 
wickedness. It is now conducting a 
lottery business as a matter of reve­ 
nue. Ticket vendors for this national 
gambling scheme are found on almost 
every street corner, each one pro­ 
posing to sell you “ a winner.’ 
The Cuban congress, now in ses­ 
sion. recently passed a law authoriz­ 
ing horse racing and gambling there­ 
on, and President Gomez was in sym­ 
pathy with the law, but through the 
influence of Menocal, who is to be in­ 
augurated president in May, the law 
was 
vetoed, the incoming president 
begging him not to saddle on his ad­ 
ministration such a disgraceful law. 
There is, however, a brighter day- 
dawning for Cuba. W ith the aid of 
the United States she has thrown off 
the galling yoke of Spain, a public 
school system like that of the States 
has been established throughout the 
island. 
New standards of 
morals 
and citizenship are being set 
up. 
There is on the held a faithful and 
self sacrificing few who are committed 
to the task of evangelizing the nation 
to the christian religion. “ The field 
is white unto harvest but the laborers 
are few.” 
Here is heard the Mace­ 
donian cry. “ c o m e over and help us. 
The ready response of the Cuban to 
the 
m issionary’s 
appeal 
is 
evi­ 
dence that he is hungering for better 
things. Then let us not hinder, but 
rather help the feet of those who go 
forth to break unto them the bread of 


life. 
Solomon, the wisest of all men, 
savs, “ righteousness exalteth a na­ 
t io n .” And who will question this 
golden truth? Then is it not the duty 
of every patriotic citizen not only to 
live a righteous life, but to strive to 
establish 
righteousness throughout 
his nation, even to the ends of the 
earth?

Every now and then there appear 
in the news dispatches accounts of 
the death of people who have eaten 
underdone pork.

these eases death is due to trichinosis, 
brought on bv the presence in the pork 
eaten of the parasitic worms called 
trichinae, which perforate the stomach 
'and intestines of the patient. 
Death 
from this source can be entirely and 
very easily avoided by cooking all pork 
thoroughly. 
Death from this malady 
is one of the most agonizing known. 


As the result of a number of Missou 
ri experiments it was found that seed 
from pure bred corn produced on the 
average fifteen bushels per acre more 
than common dent varieties. The seed 
used in making these yield tests was 
taken from the planter boxes of some 
thirty or forty farmers, so the test was 
a fair one. 
It takes no more time to 
plant pure bred than common corn and 
no more time to cultivate it

Comparatively few persons have giv­ 
en serious attention to the fact that 
a great barge canal at an estimated 
total cost of $101,000,000 is being con­ 
structed across central and western 
New York state.

gates, spillways and highway bridges, 
winds across the state from the Hud­ 
son to Tonawanda, giving access to the 
old Erie canal. Oswego canal, Luke 
Champlain, St. Lawrence and the great 
lakes, opening a grand highway from 
the seaboard and the first city of the 
Union. 
When one considers that the 
canal extends as the crow (lies 353.5 
miles across the state and with the 
branches to Lake Champlain and Lake 
Ontario has a total length of 4G3.5 
miles it will be recognized as one of 
the largest engineering feats in canal 
construction, ranking second only to 
the Panama canal.

Tests have been made iii Germany 
with a special projectile which is in­ 
tended to repel dirigibles and which is 
designed not only to pierce a gas en­ 
velope, Hut also to set fire to the gas. 
This projectile, fired from a rifle, is 
provided with little wings that open 
in flight under the influence of a spring, 
compressed while the projectile is still 
in the rifle barrel, but expanded as soon 
as tile muzzle is passed. 
An ordinary 
bullet leaves such a small hole in an 
envelope that the gas escapes through 
It but slowly. 
The wings on the im­ 
proved bullet tear a hole of appreciable 
size in the fabric. 
What is more, they 
retard the bullet sufficiently to cause 
a friction device to ignite fulminate 
contained in the bullet. 
The experi­ 
ments gave encouraging results.—Chi­ 
cago News.

SUNDAY SCHOOL 


Lesson I.— Second Quarter, fo,‘ 


April 6, 1913. 


THE IN T ER N A T IO N A L SERIES. 


Text of tho Lesson, Gen. xxvii, 22-34. 
Memory Verses, 33, 34— Golden Text, 
Isa. xxx, 18—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


Seven other sons, including Ishmael, 
are recorded as having been born to 
Abraham by his secondary wives, but 
to Isaac he gave all his possessions 
(xxv, I, 2, 5) and sent the others away 
unto the east country. 
Abraham lived 
175 years, and when he died Isaac and 
Ishmael laid his body beside that of 
Sarah in the cave of Macbpelah (xxv, 
7-10). While he lived he looked for the 
city which hath foundations whose 
builder and maker is God (lleb. si, IO, 
IG), and he is still waiting for it and 
for the complete fulfillment of the 
promises made to him as heir of the 
world (Rom. iv, 13). 
Time is long to 
us, but not to Him to whom a thousand 
years are but as yesterday when it is 
past (Pa. xc. 4) and as a watch in the 
night. 
It is restful to see Isaac dwelling by 
the well Lahai-roi, the well of Him 
that liveth and seeth me (xxv, l l ; xvi, 
14, margin), 
lie was forty years old 
when lie married Rebekah, and he was 
sixty when the twins Jacob and Esau 
were born. It forebodes trouble to read 
that Isaac loved Esau, but Rebekah 
loved Jacob (xxv, 20, 2G-2S), and the 
reason given for Isaac’s love for Esau 
does sound very earthly. 
Futures were not any more real to 
Esau than they are to multitudes to­ 
day. A mess of pottage was more to 
him as a hungry man than his birth 
right (xxv, 29-34), and for this he is 
spoken of as a profane person, or, ac­ 
cording to Weymouth, “ungodly” (Hell, 
xii, IG). Think of the profanity abound­ 
ing everywhere because the god of this 
world is blinding so many eyes to the 
realities of the future kingdom and 
glory. 
In chapter xxv! we read of Isaac’s 
failure on the same line on which his 
father had failed twice, in calling his 
wife his sister to save his own life 
(Gen. xii and xx). 
In xxvi, 4, we have 
the star promise confirmed to Isaac, 
and in verses 12-16 we see how greatly 
the Lord blessed him and how verj 
rich the blessing of the Lord makes 
one. 
A beautiful incident is related in 
verses 17 to 33 as to how yielding in­ 
stead of strife makes manifest the life 
of Christ in us. 
The Philistines had 
filled up some of Abraham’s wells 
Isaac reopened one, and then they 
( laiined it as theirs, and he let them 
have it 
He reopened another, and 
they claimed that one, too, aud he let 
them have i t 
When he reopened a 
third for some reason they dill not 
strive for th a t 
Later they came to 
him to make a covenant with him and 
gave as their reason for desiring it 
“We saw certainly that the Lord was 
with thee” (verse 28). Had he contend­ 
ed with them aud insisted on keeping 
the wells, which would have been quite 
right in the eyes of the world, they 
would have seen Isaac and not the 
Lord, but he had learned the lesson of 
rather taking wrong and suffering him 
self to be defrauded (I Cor. vi, 7). 
It 
Is most interesting to note that the 
same day his servants ta digging a 
wrell found w ater (xxvi, 32). 
It is indeed sad to have to turn from 
such a beautiful incident to the lesson 
for today, which is a record of awful 
deceit and lying and, worst of all, a 
mother putting her son up to it and 
calling down the consequences upon 
her own head (xxvii. 13). Her aim was 
to bring the father’s blessing upon the 
son whom she loved, hut if she had 
only believed God and left the mutter 
In His hands He would not have failed 
to keep His word, for He had told her 
before the boys were born that the 
elder should serve the younger (chapter 


j x v , 23). 
There is everywhere today a 
tendency to help the Lord to do what 
He has no thought of doing. ara! that 
is to win the world to Jliinself in this 
age, with the devil stilkfcolng his devil­ 
ish work 
There is also such a luck of confi­ 
dence in God and His plan for His 
kingdom that many religious people try 
to work out their own plan. thinking 
thus to help God. 
The devil hates the 
love of God. the patience of (iud. the 
purpose of God. and is as busy with 
many of the people of God as be was 
with Rebekah that day, hut they are 
blinded and conceited (II Cor. Iv, 3, 4; 
Rom. xi. 25). 
This record of Rebekah 
makes us think of another mother who 
was her son’s counselor to do wickedly 
(II Chron, xxii, 3). but one would hate 
to associate Rebekah with such as 
Athaltah, though it is true of all that 
the heart is deceitful and desperately 
wicked and the carnal mind Is enmity 
against God (Jer. xvii, 9; Rom viii, 7) 
lf some of us have not developed the 
same degree of iniquity as others it is 
only the grace of God that has kept us 
Note the lie upon lie of this story: “I 
nm Esau, thy firstborn,” “The Lord 
thy God brought it to me,” “ I am thy 
very son Esau” (verses ll), 20, 24) 
But he was found out even as it is 
written. “Be sure your sin vin find you 
out” (Num. xxiii, 23). though those 
words were used in a wholly different 
sense when uttered or written. 
We do 
well to remember that “God shall bring 
every work into judgment, with every 
secret thing, whether it be good or 
whether it 
be evil" (Eccl. xii. 
14) 
This may have been the first but cer 
taiuly not the last story of kid glove 
deceit on record. 


TREATING SEED OATS. 
The seed oats should not only be 
put through a fanning mill to clean 
them of chaffy kernels, dirt and weed 
seeds, but 
when 
cleaned the seed 
should be treated with formalin to 
kill the spores of smut, a fungous dis­ 
ease that in fields from 
untreated 
seed causes a lo ss in yield of from IO 
to 25 per cent. 
The treatment sug­ 
gested is simple. 
Get a pint of 4<) per 
cent formalin at the drug store and 
stir it into forty to forty-five gallons 
of water. 
This should give enough oi 
the solution to treat from forty to iii 
ty bushels of seed. 
Select a Clean 
place on the barn or granary tloor and 
spread out such a portion of the grain 
as can be handled easily to the depth 
of two or three inches and sprinkle 
thoroughly with the formalin solution. 
Add a second layer aud sprinkle, and 
so on until all the grain has been treat 
ed. 
After being sprinkled the grain 
should be shoveled over thoroughly so 
that all the seed will be moistened 
and then covered with sacks if the 
job has been done in the afternoon or 
evening. 
If in the morning, the pile 
should be covered and left undisturbed 
for two or three hours, 
lf the grain 
is not sowed at once it should be dried 
by spreading out in a thin layer, then 
stored in sacks that have been disin­ 
fected with the formalin solution. Be­ 
fore using the seeder the box should 
also be disinfected with ^ application 
of tho solution. 
'is treatment will 
also kill the stinking smut in wheat, 
but not loose smut, which is less com­ 
mon than the former and is not so vis­ 
ible at harvest time, the kernels of 
grain being totally destroyed by it and 
the seed stalks being left bare. 


THE CENTRAL SCHOOL. 
That is ;• very wholesome tendency 
which is manifesting itself in a good 
many sections just now toward a more 
complete consolidation of rural schools. 
In two townships not far from where 
the writer lives, which have small 
towns near the center, a vote of the 
residents of the township has lately 
been taken on the question of cen­ 
tralizing the schools of the townships 
in these towns. 
The plan outlined 
has in 
view the enlarging of the 
school buildings, increasing the school 
equipment aud making it more effec­ 
tive, as well as hiring better teachers. 
The money heretofore paid to teachers 
in sparsely settled subdistricts having 
but a handful of pupils will be used in 
helping provide the things needed for 
the central school plant and in paying 
for the hauling of the children to and 
from the school. 
This consolidation 
pin ii has practically every argument 
in 
its 
favor 
and 
practically none 
against it. 
The school 
patrons 
In 
thousands of other country districts 
should 
give 
this 
central 
township 
school system serious study and con­ 
sideration 


THE MISSION OF THE SNOW. 
The other day the section in which 
the writer lives was visited by the 
first real snowstorm of the season. 
It 
started In the afternoon, continued all 
night, and by daylight some ten Inches 
of the pure, beautiful stuff mantled 
the ground. It was very welcome. Be 
sides furnishing needed moisture fol­ 
lowing a winter drought of unusual du­ 
ration. it also gathered In its passage 
through the air a supply of nitrogen 
and deposited this on the hungry soil. 
Not only did this fine body of snow 
cleanse the air in its passage to earth, 
but it covered the dirty, dusty earth 
and locked up. for a time at least, 
myriad germs of grip and pneumonia 
and other pests that have been making 
human life a misery for many for 
weeks past 
These were the practical 
aspects of Its mission. 
It had yet an 
other—a spiritual—for it covered the 
Boiled and faulty old earth with a spot­ 
less mantle of whiteness In much the 
same way that kindness and charity 
serve to cover and heal human frailty 
and unloveliness. We may learn a les­ 
son from it. 


TOO MUCH WATER. 
The cold storage butter fellows In 
Chicago are having some trouble these 
days. 
It seems that chemists and rev­ 
enue officers of the department of agri­ 
culture began an examination of por­ 
tions of some 25,000,000 pounds, the 
amount of butter in Chicago last De­ 
cember. 
On the basis of 3,000 tubs 
inspected it was estimated that one- 
third of the butter supply of Chicago 
was unlawfully adulterated with wa­ 
ter—that is. that it contained more 
than the 16 per cent which the law al­ 
lows. 
As a result of the investigation 
250,OOO pounds of butter were seized, 
and the chances are that the cream­ 
eries that made it will be prosecuted. 
The penalty for violation of the law 
which regulates the amount of water 
in butter is a fine of $5,000 and a tax 
of IO cents for each pound adulterated
